The service of supply is of the utmost 
importance to armies in the field.” With- 
out proper supplies of all kinds they can 
pot carry through the desired operations 
against the enemy, and may even be 
compelled to retreat. 
No matter what the movements of the 
army, there must be a constant supply 


lof ammunition for firearms of all types 


from revolvers to the biggest field guns 
and mortars. Broken arms, broken 
parts of guns and gun carriages must be 
replaced. 

All the thousands of articles which 
make up the equipment of an army must 
| be repaired or repiaced, clothing, shoes, 
{and headgear st be constantly sup- 
| plied at all seasths of the year, and ap-

constant demand.

DANIELS ASKS STEEL BIDS: 
TO BUILD TWO BATTLESHIPS 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—Secretary 
Daniels announced today he had taken 
the*first step ‘with a view to building in 
government navy yards battleships Nos. 
43 and 44, private bids for which exceeded 
the limitation of.cost fixed by congress. 

The department asked steelmakers 
throughout the country to submit before 
Wednesday of next week bids on 62,000,- 
000 pounds of structural steel for these 
two ships, with statements of the earliest 

. possible date at which they could make 
delivery to the government. 

Ail private bids for the ships opened last 
week exceeded $8,000,000, while the limit 
tixed by congress is $7,800,000 for the 
cost of hull and machinery. '

delphia, New York, and Mare island yards 
were below the $7,000,000 mark, with the 
exception of the Mare island figures, 
which included the estimated cost of 
equipping the yard for the work.

“BUT MUST BE ADOPTED.” 


Protests Change to Cheers During 
Speech of French Minister of the 
Interior. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.—The high cost of liv- 
ing in war time has been the subject of 
a lengthy debate in the chamber of depu- 
ties, which is seeking some solution of 
this important question. The govern- 
ment’s bill proposing to fix the prices of 
the necessaries of life furnished a basis 
for the discussion. 

Louis J. Malvy, minister of the interior, 
speaking for the text of the bill, char- 
acterized it as revolutionary, which 
brought protests from the chamber, but 
he added that in the interest of the nation 
the bill must be adopted.

in war. stirred his auditors when he told 
them that if there ever is a war in which 
the United States is engaged it is likely 
to be a war as bad as that now In progress 
in Europe and, in addition, fought on 


| American soil. 


He called upon them to enlist.in the 
campa:gn for preparedness now going on 
in the country by devoting their efforts 
largely to the preparation of reserve sup- 
plies of hospital necessities for the in- 
jured. 


Can’t Comprehend in U. S. 
* We in this country, and even those in 
Europe, cannot comprehend the immen- 
sity of this war,”’ said Mr. Bicknell. “‘ But 
just to give you an idea, the battle fronts 
in Belgium, in France, in Russia, in Aus- 
tria, in Serbia, in the Gallipoli peninsula, 
and in Africa are over 2,000 miles long, 
or longer than from New York to Denver. 
There are 10,000,000 men on each side and 
an area in which during times of peace up- 
wards of 30,000,000 people reside has been 
swept backwards and forwards by the op- 
poring armies. 
“Now if we ever have a war in the 
United States it is going to be just that 
kind of a war.”’ 
Mr: Bicknell paid high tribute to the Red 
Cross units which have gone abroad. He 
said they had been doing wonderful work, 
that they had introduced new methods of 
nursing in several of the countries, and 
that uniformly they had served to give 
the men engagedin battle an entirely new 
idea of the United States. 


Needs in This Country Told. 

But he confined his remarks largely 
to a description of the needs of Red 
Cross work in Europe with a comment 
on the need for similar work in this 
country in case the United States is ever 
engaged in a War. . 

“In Moscow," he said, “ there are 900 
hospitals; in Berlin there are 1,100; and 
in Warsaw there is one hospital with 
4,000 beds, full all of the time. In the 
| little city of Kieff, while I was there, 
more than 8,000 wounded, seriously 
wounded, soldiers were -received in one 
day. There are 30,000 beds in Kieff de- 
voted to the wounded and they are full 
all of the time.” 

He told how the traction systems in 
the cities where there are hospitals are 
turned over during portions of the day 
to the work of transporting wounded to 
and from the hospitals. He told how 
every wounded man as fast as he has 
convalesced sufficiently is pressed into 
the service of caring for those more dan- 
gerously injured, until he is able to return 
to the front.

BISHOP MOORE 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Retired Methodist Prelate 
| Stricken Following 
Trip to Chicago. 


Cincinnati, O. Nov. 23.—Bishop David 
‘H. Moore of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, who was stricken with paralysis 
on a train while returning to his home 
here early today, died tonight. Bishop 
Moore had been on a visit in Chicago and 
was found unconscious in his berth ina 
sleéping car. 

The only relative at his bedside was his 
son, Hastings Moore of Chicago. 

Bishop Moore was retired from the ac- 
tive Methodist episcopacy in 1912, but 
since that time has taken an active inter- 
est in important conferences of the 
church, including many on the Pacific 
coast. 

Once Stationed in China. 
Shortly after being elected bishop in 
1900 Dr. Moore was stationed at Shang- 
hai, China, with specia? jurisdiction over 
the Methodist missionary work in Chine 
Japan, and Corea. From the far east 
he was sent to Portland, Ore., where he

Bishop Moore entered the civil war in 
1860 as a private in company A of the 
Pighty-seventh Ohio infantry and for 
distinguished service his promotions were 
rapid.

A TIRED ASSEMBLY. 


The legislature, finding itself unhappily back in 
session in Springfield, with the holidays impending, 
is reported to be in a mood not to do much more 
than remedy the mistakes in appropriations which 
were caught by the Supreme court and to adjourn. 

With this mood there can be considerable public 
sympathy. Whenever the legislators can be as- 
sembled there is tendency to revive hope and look 
for remedial action in a half dozen fashions urgently 
suggested by reform, 

But to ask of the assembly that it reconstitute 
itself for work simply because it is forced to return 
to correct certain mistakes and errors it made is 
to ask more than the legisiators willingly will do. 
The state’ might as well understand that this as- 
sembly, having had its chance and having used it, is 
now water that has gone under the mill. 

If it corrects the imperfections of acts and departs 
the state probably will be able to await the coming 
of its suecessor for such remedial legislation as is 
needed for general well being. 


TAX REFORM SPREADING. 


It is well to keep in mind the fact that a year 
from now—November 7, 1916, to be explicit—the 
voters of Hilinois will be asked to adopt or-reject 
the long fought for tax amendment. 

A reminder was contained in the recent elections 
in several states at which tax amendments were 
proposed. The Civic federation has summarized 
the results, all of which were favorable to the clas- 
sified property tax plan so greatly needed in Illi- 
nois. 
In New York the voters rejected’ an amendment 
restricting the power of the legislature, which, 
under liberal constitutional provisions, has been 
building up a classified system since 1880. 

In Maryland the vote validated action taken by 
the legislature during several years classifying per- 
sonal property. The listing of intangible property 
for taxation in Baltimore alone, says the Feder- 
ation bulletin, bas increased from six to over two 
hundred millions with an increase of over nine 
times the former revenue. . 

In Massachusetts, where the general property 
tax persists with the same demoralizing effects as 
it inflicts upon Lllinois, an amendment was adopted 
authorizing the legislature to impose an income 
tax as a substitute for the personal property tax— 
an excellent substitution. The amendment also 
removes some constitutional restrictions on the 
legislative power in revenue legislation. 

In Kentucky as a culmination of a long cam- 
paign of education an amendment was adopted giv- 
ing the legislature full power to classify property 
for taxation subject to a limited referendum. 

It is to be hoped the results in these states fore- 
shadow the success of our own tardy tax reform. 
No state has developed the evils of the rigid general 
tax plan more clearly and fully than Illinois, and 
it hardly can be doubted that the people will dis- 
pose of it at the first opportunity given them. As 
the Federation bulletin points out, the vote in New 
‘Yorxs and Maryland was taken on the basis of 
actual experience of classification and approval 
carries in such cases a special weight.

This seems an irony in proportions. It seems so 
even here where death is pursuing the orderly man- 
ner of its way. ‘The baby represented the smallest 
embodiment of the most precarious life. It crossed 
the line of consciousness an instant and then re- 
lapsed. 

What made that baby a thing to fascinate human 
attention was, first, that it was gratifying reassur- 
ance of the value of the individual. When folk read 
of Prassian casualty lists and British casualty lists 
the individual seems to have_lost importance. The 
individual must not lose importance if an optimistic 
iliusioned world is to exist. The individual must 
be certain of his importance, and when the unit of 
humanity becomes an army division or brigade or 
even regiment and when that regiment or brigade 
or division is referred to as losing heavily or suf- 
fering badly, the individual becomes merely a small 
constituent part of a larger unit. He no longer is 
the unit. Human egotism will not tolerate any 
other unit than the individual and war, regimenting 
individuals, establishes bodies of them as units. 

When a small life came into the world to ad- 
vance such a ouestion of its right to continue re- 
gardiess of imperfections the individual felt the con- 
vieflon of the sanctity of life in spite of the whole- 
sale destruction of it. It was egotistically comfort- 
ing to consider the importance of even the malformed 
baby. , .

GREECE AND SMALL NATIONS. 

The predicament of small nations in Europe is 
precarious and that of Greece is dolorous. The 
principle of preserving the smal! nationalities has 
been supported nobly in times of convenience, but 
when the larger indulgent nations find their exi- 
gencies becoming acute the principle yields slightly 
or much to considerations which confound rhetoric. 

Most of the smal] nations are merely custodians 
of advantages which one large nation wants to 
keep out of the hands of another large nation. 
Belgium stood in that dangerous relation to Ger- 
many and Great Britain; Serbia in the same rela- 
tion to Austria and Russia. 

The principle that the small nations must be 
protected in their right to national existence Is 
really a gloss over the materialistic arrangement 
by which Europe, seeking to preserve its own 
equilibrium by means of balanced alliances, set 
certain items of serious dispute aside in the cus- 
tody of small nations. 

That this arrangement breaks down under stress 
as it did in the case of Belgium and as it seems 
about to do in the case of Greece is not remark- 
able. The principle of exalting the right of nation- 
ality was not pure fiction, but it was largely so. 

Greece and Belgium do not present exactly 
parallel cases, because the latter was protected by 
‘a covenant particularly designed to prevent what 
happened. Nevertheless, the demands of Great 
Britain and France upon Greece now offer the 
Germans a chance to taunt the entente powers with 
having consulted their necessities and opportunities 
'with as little consideration for Greece as Germany 
| showed for Belgium.

‘in policy and by declining to live up to its treaty 


with Serbia opened the way for the present com- 
plications. The entente may assert that it ts

_ He went through one of his spells while 
‘in the hospital, where he could be closely 
watched and where various blood tests 
_could be made. In addition to the symp- 
toms noted above his spleen was found 
to be very large. He was cured by re- 
moval of his spleen. His skin was clear 
(free from jaundice for the first time 
in twenty-one years). 
Then the history of a case of jaundice 
of this sub-variety is as follows: A mild 
degree of lemon yellow jaundice last- 
ing for a gréat many years with oc- 
,casional attacks of fever and aching and 
enlargement of the spleen. 
And now for the inheritance side: In 
this case the first trace of the disease 
was in the maternal grandfather. It

This group of cases haying brought 
the subject tnto the doctors’ minds, they 
found four other cases. A mother and 
three grown children were noted to be 
sallow. On questioning it was found they 
were subject to biliows spells during 
which jaundice got worse. When two 
of them in these spells were examined 
they were found to have enlarged spleens. 
The mother said she had three brothers 
and four sisters. One of the sisters had 
the disease. ‘This sister had eight chil- 
dren and all had the disease. This 

other had nine children. Three of these 
are diagnosed by Drs. Elliott and Kana- 
vel. The other four were said by the 
sffectead members of the family to have 
che same disease that they had.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 
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HE old Duc de Montebello, now in 

his eightieth year, who has just 

lost his wife, just a week after the 

celebration of their golden wedding 

at Nice, is the grandeon of the most 
celebrated of all the generals of the 
first Napoleon—namely: the Marechal 
Lannes, who, after being created Duke 
of Montebello and Prince of Sievers, fel! 
at the battle of Essling, deeply mourned 
by his emperor. His name is familiar to 
many American playgoers, for it was 
La Marechale Lannes, his wife, who had 
been a laundry girl and who is portrayed 
as Mme. Sans-Géne in Sardou's well 
known play of that name. 

The present duke is-half English, for 
his mother was Miss Eleanor Jenkinson, 
a cousin of the last of the Jenkinson 
Earis of Liverpool, and daughter of Sir 
Charles Jenkinson, and his only son and 
heir, Maurice, Marquis de Montebello, 
and now serving at the front as a cap- 
tain of cavalry, is married to the widow 
of a Peruvian millionaire of the name of 
Dorado. 

The old duke is, like his son, and like his 
grandfather, a sgoidier by taste and pro- 
fession, is a veteran of the various colo- 
nial wars in Algeria, of the war of Italy 
in 1859, and of the Franco-German war 
of 1870. He retired from the army tn 
1880, and since then has been in the 
habit of spending the greater part of the 
year in the south of France, especially 
at Nice, where his beautiful Villa Thouret 
is familiar to all visitors to the Riviera 
from this side of the ocean. He is presi- 
dent of a number of leading clubs there 
as well as of the loca! branch of the so- 
ciety for the care and relief of the wound- 
ed. 
The duke is, moreover, the head of 
the great champagne firm of Monte- 
bellog the wines of which are derived 
from the vineyards which have belonged 
to the ducal house of Montebello at Ma- 
reuil-eur-Ay, in the east of France, since 
1836, when the firm was founded by the 
second duke, who was eminent as an 
ambassador and as a statesman.

The duchess who has just died also 
belonged to a family which has derived 
great wealth from the production of liquid 
refreshment. For she was a daughter 
of the Baron Keith de la Grange O’Tard, 
deputy of the Cognac and head of the 
greatest concern in the world for the 
production of cognac. 

Some years ago, during the lifetime of 
the late duke, who was the nephew of 
the present holder of the title and who 
died as a pupil of St. Cyr only a few 
weeks after he had obtained admission to 
that college, which isthe French counter- 
part of the American military academy 
at West Point, a lawsuit was brought in 
his nate by his mother, the widow of 
the fourth duke, a woman of extremely 
plebeian parentage, to enjoin her dead 
husband's younger brothers from using 
the name and the ducal arms of the 
Montebelios as the trade mark of their 
champage business, declaring that since 
her son had no interest in the business 
the glorious name of Montebello should 
not be tisked in trade or used as an 
advertisement. 


= 
The Supreme Court of Appeal, to which 
the matter was ultimately referred for 
decision, took the ground, however, that 
the champagne firm of Montebello & Co. 
could not be deprived of the use of the 
name, the arms, and the title of the 
dukedom of Montebello, since these had 
from the time of ite foundation in 1836 
constituted part and parcel of the assets 
of the company and the latter’s duly reg- 
istered trade mark and trade name. 
: The wealth of the Montebellos is, how-

ever, not wholly due to their wine busi- 
ness. Indeed, the financial fortunes of 
their house may be said to have hed 
their origin in a gift of the prince regent 
of Portugal to the famous Marshal Lan- 
nes, who began life asa dyer’sapprentice 
according to some, as a stable boy ac- 
cording to other accounts. The marshal 
was at one moment French ambassador 
at Lisbon, and while there his wife, the 
Mme. Sans-Géne of the play, gave birth 
to a son, Who afterwards became the 
second Duke of Montebello. 

In accordance with custom and éti- 
quette, the prince regent officiated as 
godfather to the child. On the christen- 
ing day, shortly before the ceremony, the 
regent happened while strolling with the 
marshal through the royal palace to pass 
through a room where a quantity of uncut 
diamonds, which had just arrived from 
the royal mines in Brazil, were being 
stored away. 

Opening a box which was full of these 
gems, the prince regent asked thé mar- 
shal to hold out his plumed chapeau and 
then joining his hands together in the 
form of a bowl filled them three times 
in succession with diamonds, as full as 
he could hold them, and emptied them 
into the hat, exclaiming, “This first 
handful is for my godson, the second is 
for the ambassadress, and the third is 
for my good friend the ambassador.” 

These diamonds were afterwards dis- 
posed of by the marshal for many mil- 
lions of francs at Amsterdam and con- 
stituted the foundation of the financial 
fortunes of the ducal house of Monte- 
bello.

Considerable speculation has prevailed 
among the friends and acquaintances of 
the Gladstones on this side of the At- 
lantic as to why young William Glynne 
Gladstone, who, after serving on the 
Staff of the British embasay at Washing- 
ton for some time, entered parliament 
and was one of the first members of the 
house of commons to fall in battle during 
the present war, should have bequeathed 
Hawarden castle and the entire Haward- 
en estate to his uncle, Henry Neville 
Gladstone, rather than to his dead fa- 
ther’s next brother and senior uncle, the 
Rev. Stephen Gladstone. 

This preference for his uncle Henry 
over his uncle Stephen is now explained 
in the young officer’s will; which haa, 
after considerable delay, just been pro- 
bated in London. ; 

In it the testator explains thatif he 
leaves the Hawarden castle estate to hds 
uncle Henry it is because the latter, be- 
ing @ very rich merchant, senior partne> 
of the Zreat East Indian firm of Ogilvy, 
Gillander, Arbuthnot & Co., is in a@ posi- 
tion to pay the heavy estate and succes- 
sion duties, as Well as the mortgages 
with which the property is still incum- 
bered. 

Henry Gladstone, who has become the 
present owner of Hawarden castle, has 
no children by his marriage with the 
Gaughter of the late Lord Rendel, and, 
according to the estator’s testamentary 
disposition, the Hawarden estates will 
pass on his uncle Henry’s death to Albert 
Charies Gladstone, the eldest son of the 
Rev. Stephen Gladstone, and, in default, 
to his younger brothers. 

It had been surmised at first, that if the 
testator had excluded hie uncle Stephen 
Gladstone from the inheritance of the 
Hawarden castle estate & was because 
of some resentment against him in con. 
nection with the differences which at one 
time existed between the testator’s wid- 
owed mother and her clergyman brother- 
in-law, Stephen Gladstone. But these 
conjectures are now shown to have been 
without foundation,

Chicago, Nov. 23.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Your work for preparedness is the 
right kind, so far as its spirit and ts in- 
tent are concerned. It has from the be- 
ginning been marked by. foresight, and 
also by keen recognition of the fact that 
years on years of neglect have made it 
necessary now that pro-Americans back 
up evéry contention for preparedness with 
an irrefutable argument. 

But many of your editorials on the sub- 
ject lack what in golf is called the “ fol- 
low through.” You stop the forward 
stroke at the instant of contact of club 
with ball, and, so, do not get distance and 
direction. You seem bent upon convinc- 
ing your readers that all would be well if 
the matter were left to Secretary of War 
Garrison. 

You may be right; you may possess 
abundant reason for insisting that he is a 
shackled giant.

1. If he be a big man, what is he doing 
in the Wilson cabinet? Wilson doesn't 
believe in having big men about him.

2. If Mr. Garrison be the able man you 
say, why doesn’t he resign from the cab- 
inet?

The organization; Mr: Houston said, 
was founded to fight “grave abuses in 
advertising ” resulting in injury of the 
public and honest Dusiness men, and it 
has achieved the enactment in thirty-two 
states of laws against dishonest advertis- 
ing. In addition each advertising club 
maintains a vigilance committee which 

ferrets out and exposes case of dishonest 
advertising. 

‘In the last year,”’ Mr. Houston said, 
“we have taken up over 900 cases of un- 
fair competition, dishonest advertising, 
and fraudulent advertising. Invariably 
we go to the publisher who has carried 
what we believe a misleading statement; 
we go to the advertiser, and we proceed 
along those conservative lines prelim- 
‘nary to prosecution, which follows if 
the correction has not peeh brought about |

AMERICAN TRADE CONGESTED

' Washington; D. C., Nov. 23.—Président 
Wilson's next* annual address to con- 
gress, & was learned definitely tonight, 
will be devoted primarily to a discus- 
sion of national defense and the sub- 
ject of revenues, though it will refer 
to other legislative questions which the 
president expects congress to act on 
‘during the coming session. 

Tne president has not completed the 
message, to which he has devoted prac- 
tically all of his time for the last week. 
He discussed subjects to be dealt with 
at today’s cabinet meeting and unanimity

He 
will repeat this idea this year and express 
the opinion that the plans submitted by 
the army general staff call for a standing 
force larger than the country wants. 
The navy plans also will be pointed to 
as carefully @rawn up after consultation 
with experts and after taking note of the 
lessons taught so far by the Buropean 
war. The necessity of providing men, 
munitions, and equipment will be declared 
as necessary as the building of warships. 


May Urge Merchant Marine. 
The administration plans to urge a mer- 
chant marine bill in connection with the 
need for more auxiliaries for the navy, 
and the president is expected to make 
some mention of this subject in his mes- 
sage. 

In addition to national defense, the pres- 
ident will take up conservation measures, 
including the water power and mineral

DEATH OF DR. DECKER RCBS

Dr. Adolph Decker, the noted chegs

Cress with Roasts. 


T has become more and more the fash- 
ion to use water cress with all roast 
fowl and game, with large birds as 
well as small, with which latter it 
has been considered indispensable by 

those who have known best how to set 
up a fine roast. 

This piquant green has grown greatly 
in popularity as we have become more 
cosmepolitan in our tastes. Forty years 
ago a leading cook wrote under the head- 
ing “ Water Cress”: “ Universally a 
favorite in Great Britain, but American 
cultivators complain that there is not 
sufficient demand for it to justify them 
for their trouble. *. It is used to 
serve with roast fowls inetead of a sauce, 
for garnishing, and, eaten with salt only 
as a relish at tea or supper. It should 
be carefully picked over and trimmed 
of about half the stems that are brought 
to market.” 

Perhaps people have not sufficiently ap- 
preciated the cress because they did not 
know how different and delicious it is 
when served with French dressing from 
what it is with salt. Its sharpness is 
softened in the nicest way by the oil. 

This type of cress has grown in popu- 
larity. until pages are devoted to it now in 
cooking agen The advice in one of 
these .pases is: “ Shake the cress in a 
big bowl of water, sprig by sprig. Put 
plenty of salt in the water; the cress Is 
generally full of queer little parasites and 
the salt sends them quickly to the bot- 
om. * 

Cress furnishes 4 nice nest for aepara- 
gus points and other cooked, vegetables 
to peep out from as a salad. Cress and 
tart les are in favor for roast ducks 
and similar meats. Crese and cheese go 
well in a dark bread sandwich. Hol- 
lowed. out tomatoes filled with cress 
jeaves and served icy cold as a salad are

Gasoline may go higher and it may not, 


“according to officials of the Standard Oil 


company, who announced an increase 
from 18% to 14% cents per gallon on Mon- 


day. It wes intimated here yesterday 
that the western market-would see an- 
other increase before the year’s end, but 
nothing definite as to the probability of 
this could be obtained from the local 


Price Goes to 16 Cents. 


Merchants all over town have felt the 
increase, and for the first time im yeara 
the fuel is Being retailed at 16 cents the 
gallon all over the city. There are a few 
dealers willing to take a small margin of 
profit who are selling at 15% cents a 


gallon. 


The rise in cost has been steady since 


June 7 of this year. On that date the 
wholesale price was 8% cents, the lowest 


the fuel ever has been sold in this coun- 
try. On Sept. 15 the price was raised a 
cent, as it was on Sept. 29, Oct. 25, and 
Nov. 22. The last jump was the second 


this month. 
Causes for Increase. 


Among the reasons given for the iIn- 
crease by the Standard company are the 
gradual decrease of the supply of crude 
oil brought about by the rapid decline of 


the Cushing oil fields as producers, the 
greater amount of crude oils being con- 
sumed: in the war, the great increase in 
the number of motor cars, and the more 
general use of oil burning engines of all 
kinds. , 

These and other causes have increased 
the price of the crude product from 40 
cents to more than $1 per barrel delivered 
here: ~
